The 
suit was brought against them by 
five Negroes who argued that the 
association devised voting pro- 
cedures which continue to keep 
the ballot from Negroes — even 
though the Supreme Court ruled 
several years ago that Negroes 
have a constitutional right to vote 
in primary elections. 

Since 1889 the association has 
conducted preliminary and run- 
off primaries for county and pre- 
cinct offices in advance of the 
regular Democratic primary and 
general election. Negroes never 
have participated in the prelim- 
inary voting. The association’s 
nominees are the only names ever 
placed on Democratic ballots. 

The complainants contended 
that the association is in fact a 
political party which controls the 
choice of county officials in the 
general election.

PRIVATE SCHOOLS SEEK

Suit at St. Charles Would Re-

_A court order requiring a pub- 
lic school district in St. Charles 
county to furnish free transpor- 
tation to and from parochial and 


private schools, as well as public 
schools, was sought today in cir-

The petition said the Board of 
Education had refused to pro- 
vide transportation for parochial 
students since September 1951, 
when it adopted a resolution au- 
thorizing free transportation for 
all children who attended public 
schools but without mentioning 
parochial schools.

Intelligence Man Backs Bill. 

Charles R. Wilson of the Office 
of Naval Intelligence told the sub- 
committee that the bill's enact- 
ment would “serve to enhance” 
the nation’s internal security. 

Wilson objected to the section 
which would require the FBI and 
military intelligence agencies to 
obtain approval of a federal judge 
before making any wire taps. 

He said the Defense Depart- 
ment believes any rules and regu- 
Jations should be left to the At- 
torney General and the secretaries 
of the Army, Navy, and Air Force.

Much of, 
the Barhgan ds a desolate semi- 
desert in summer, swept by cold 
winds. and snow in winter. As 
late as last fall there were few 
buildings. ‘Thousands of depor- 
tees were dumped on the open 
plain, to exist like wild animals 
in caves burrowed in the ground. 
The only attention they receive 
from the state is from the secret 
police—there to make sure none 
escapes from this living hell.

What the Public Wants? 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was held a prisoner of war in the 
Philippines during World War II. Soon 
after my liberation and repatriation in 
1945 I spoke for a church organization 
about my internment camp experience, 
which included starvation, but no brutal 
treatment. 

When I finished, one woman said to 
me, “I will not be able to believe what 
you have just told us until I talk with a 
cousin of mine who was in a military 
prison camp in the Philippines.” A few 
weeks later she saw me and said, “That 
was all right, Mrs. Bryant.” 

A key to her inability to believe me 
at first can be found in incidents such 
as one related to me by a missionary 
couple interned in Japan. While they 
were being repatriated on the 8.8. 
Gripsholm they wrote a factual account 
of their internment—giving both the 
good and bad aspects of the treatment 
they had received—and asked a journal- 
ist who had been with them in intern- 
ment camp to try to get it published. 

“That is not what the American pub- 
lic wants!“ he exclaimed after reading 
it. Then he showed them his own ac- 
count, which was a lurid article full of 
misstatements—and which was . pub- 
lished shortly afterwards in a magazine 
of the largest circulation. 

As an.American Major, a professional 
military man, told me during my intern- 
ment: “There are always atrocities in 
war, they are never all on one side, they 
are usually exaggerated in the telling, 
and sometimes they are just fabricated.” 

Are the big atrocity headlines we 
have been reading an attempt to give us 
“what the American public wants?” In- 
stead of getting hot under the collar, 
perhaps we would do well to take these 
headlines with calmness and a grain of

Chances for greater efficiency in Missouri's 
state government ought to be enhanced because 
the State Senate's Judiciary Committee reported 
favorably on the House-adopted bill to set up a 
“little Hoover commission,” 

A similar bill, originating in the Senate, also 
was before the committee. But if this had been 
sent to the floor and adopted, it would have had 
to be sent over to the House for approval. The 
committee wisely preferred the measure on 
which the House half of the legislative job al- 
ready has been done. This means that there is a 
real chance for its adoption before the legisla- 
tive deadline. 

The purpose of the bill, in its own terms, is 
“to promote economy, efficiency and improved 

service in the transaction of the public business.” 
A commission of four State Senators, four 
Representatives and four citizens would study 
state administration for opportunities of 
reducing expenditures, eliminating duplication, 
consolidating services and abolishing unneces- 
sary functions. It is unfortunate, however, that 
legislators would outnumber citizens two to one 
on this commission. 

Reorganization was authorized by the 1945 
State Constitution,. but only limited advantage 
has been taken of this grant of power. Gov. Don- 
nelly has urged that the work be carried on. The 
House has accepted the suggestion by a vote of 
122 to 1, And the State Senate surely will prove 
to be just as eager to sweep the cobwebs out of 
the Jefferson City agencies. 

In an era of expensive government, functional

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More Intimidation Than Detection 

The Illinois State Senate has voted 34 to 11 
to pass the Broyles bills, which would set up an 
elaborate apparatus of loyalty oaths and estab- 
lish a special Assistant Attorney General to 
prosecute persons suspected of belonging to sub- 
versive organizations. 

The best comment on these bills was made 
nearly two years ago, in these words: 


Basically the effect of the legislation will 
be less the detection of subversives and 
more the intimidation of honest citizens. 
But we cannot suppress thought and expres- 
sion and preserve the freedoms guaranteed 
by the Bill of Rights. 


We must fight traitors with laws. We al- 
ready have the laws. We must fight false- 
hood and evil ideas with truth and better 
ideas, We have them in plenty. 


But we must not confuse the two. Laws 
infringing our rights and intimidating un- 
offending persons without enlarging our 
security will neither catch subversives nor 
win converts. 


Those words were written by Adlai E. Steven- 
son in his message as Governor vetoing the 
Broyles bills of 1951—one of the most coura- 
geous vetoes in Illinois history. They are true 
and sound words today as they were two years 
ago. Not only are the Broyles bills of doubtful 
constitutionality, not only are they destructively 
bad in policy, but they invade à field which can 
best be handled by the Federal Government. 

The House should defeat this legislation. Fail- 
ing that, Gov. Stratton should veto it. 
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Straitjackets for Trade Pacts 

President Eisenhower favors a one-year exten- 
sion of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act 
and so does Congressman Simpson of Pennsyl- 
vania, author of the bill now being considered 
by the House Ways and Means Committee. But 
does the Administration agree with the terms 
of the Simpson bill? Since the Administration 
has offered no bill of its own, the answer to that 
question is important, 

The National Foreign Trade Council has an- 
nounced its opposition to the Simpson bill on 
the ground that it would seriously curtail inter- 
national trade, obstruct any further tariff re- 
ductions, and facilitate the withdrawal of cuts 
already made. : 

As the Council says, one effect of the bill 
would be a sharp change in the character and 
functions of the United States Tariff Commis- 
sion. The commission is now a bipartisan body 
of six members. Congressman Simpson woul 
make it a seven-man body with a one-party 
majority of four. A 

Peter Edson in the Washington Daily News 
calls this a plan to pack the commission. 
Since President Eisenhower has designated one 


high-tariff man as chairman, and appointed 


another to the commission, Mr. Edson's com- 
ment takes on plausibility. 3

Judge Youngdahl’s Ruling 
Federal District Judge Luther W. Youngdahl 
of the District of Columbia has thrown out four 
of the seven perjury charges against Owen 
Lattimore. The charges voted include the key 
one that Dr. Lattimore, who is on leave as 
Johns Hopkins University specialist on the 
Far East, lied when he said he was not a 
promoter of Communism and Communist inter- 
ests. Judge Youngdahl also ordered that the 
Government file a bill of particulars on the 
three remaining counts, which are, in the 
judge’s opinion, “so indefinite” that the defend- 
ant is entitled to additional information.

He 
was advanced to Judge of the Hennepin County 
District Court, 1936 to 1942. He was advanced 
again to the Minnesota Supreme Court, 1942 
to 1947. In the latter year he became Governor 
of Minnesota, in which post he served until he 
was appointed a Federal Judge in 1952. All the

WASHINGTON, May 4—A reso-

the Jewish service organization. 

Goldman reported that “a tragic 
concomitant of the strain under 
which our nation lives today is 
the tacit acceptance. by some of 
the smear, of guilt by association, 
and of the use of techniques of 
investigation which indiscrimi- 
nately injure the innocent as well 
as the guilty.” He said “reac- 
tionary trends” of the last three 
years were reflected in the immi- 
gration act. 

Henry Edward Schultz, national 
chairman of B’nai B’rith’s Anti- 
Defamation League, backed Gold- 
man last night, asserting that 
- “racism” is embodied in the na- 
tional origins quota system set up 
by the McCarran-Walter act. He 
declared that “the lunatic fringe, 
the. anti-Semite, the proto-Fascist, 
the deep-dyed reactionary can 
look with pleasure” on the law 
as it stands.

Profit in Marriage 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


HEN the return from an Investment is greater in dollars 
and cents than the amount which originally went into the 
venture, then the investor has made a profit, This, as any 
school child knows, goes on the books in black ink. If there 
had been a loss, it would have been recorded in red ink. 
With this lesson in elementary finance, we are ready to 
state without fear of contradiction that most weddings go into 
the black before the minister utters the final pronouncement. 
In other words, the cash difference between what the wedding 
costs and what comes in as gifts is on the right side of the 
ledger, viz., the profit side. Let it be noted, however, that this 
refers only to first mgrriages. After the first, friends and rela- 
tives are likely to taper off in enthusiasm

THOSE ARE THE couc omens from scientific surveys. 

Some years ago sociologist B. F. Timmons of the University of 

Illinois found that the value of gifts received was considerably 
greater than the cost of the average wedding. There was a 
good margin of profit—for the bride, though not for her par- 
ents. Sociologist A. B. Hollingshead of Yale University has 
recently gone over the ground again, distinguishing between 
first marriages and subsequent marriages. Inflation has upped 
the cost of all of them but it turns out from his figures that 
the first marriage is by far the most profitable. 

Canvassing 900 couples who married in New Haven, Conn., 
during 1949 and 1950, he found the average cost of the wed- 
ding (if neither partner had been married before) was $948, 
while the “gate receipts” were $527 in cash and $978 in other 
gifts—a total of $1505. That showed a profit of nearly 60 per 
cent, not greatly diminished by the cost of the wedding trip 
(average $320). It is interesting to note that the bride’s family 

’ paid for only 45 per cent of these weddings. 
„ 

WHEN BOTH BRIDE and bridegroom had been married 
previously, the financial position was less favorable. In the 
first place, the bride’s family paid for the wedding only three 
times in each 100 cases. Average cost of wedding. was $176, 
with cash gifts of $70 and $182 in other presents. Since the 
couple spent $174 on their wedding trip, they actually started

They might well spend 
a little more to’ prepare themselves for marriage—and thus cut 
down the present utterly fantastic divorce rate.
